Name of Bidder:
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Change 1:
Add specification 3.2.1.1 after specification 3.2.1 on page 5 of the bid packet.

3221 If there is any question in regards to the location and/or dimensions of a
lot requested to be mowed, the contractor should contact the Street
Department for clarification before mowing.

Change 2:
Add specification 3.2.2.1 after specification 3.2.2 on page 5 of the bid packet.

3.221 If a contractor arrives at a location within seven (7) days of a mowing
request and the requested lot is mowed, the contractor will be paid for the
lot so long as they take a picture of the mowed lot and submit it to the
Street Department.

Change 3:
Add specification 3.2.7.1 after specification 3.2.7 on page 5 of the bid packet.

3.2.7.1 If a contractor believes that there is excessive trash or debris on a lot that
is beyond what they are able to remove, they shall immediately notify the
Street Department and take a picture of said lot. If the Street Department
agrees that the debris and trash was excessive, they will remove the trash
and debris before the contractor is asked to mow the lot. If the Street
Department does not agree that the trash or debris is excessive, the
contractor will have the remainder of their seven days in which to mow
the lot before the Street Department either requests mowing services from
the secondary contractor or mows said lot itself.

Change 4:
Add specification 3.2.9.1 after specification 3.2.9 on page 6 of the bid packet.

3.29.1 All items of a permanent nature, for example fences, furniture, etc., shall
be returned to the manner in which they were found upon the completion
of the mowing. The City of Canton will not be responsible for damage
done to these items.

Change 5:
Add specification 3.2.9.2 after specification 3.2.9.1 described above.

3.29.2 If the contractor is unable to provide the desired 2-1/2 inch cut for
unforeseen reasons, they should use their best judgment to provide the
lowest possible cut and notify the Street Department of said issue.
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Change 6:
Specification 3.4.3 should read as follows. This replaces specification 3.4.3 in the official bid

packet on page 7.

3.4.3 All contractors are required to follow all applicable OSHA regulations for general
industry (29CFR1910) and construction (29CFR1926).

Change 7:
Add specification 3.4.4.1 after specification 3.4.4 on page 7 of the bid packet.
3441 Basic level is required.

Change 8:

Add specification 3.5.2.1 after specification 3.5.2 on page 8 of the bid packet.

3.5.21 The City of Canton reserves the right to inspect all equipment used in the
performance of all contracts entered into as a result of this bid.

Change 9:
Replace page 16 of the Official Bid Packet with page 4 of this addendum.
Description of change: The OSHA and Drug Free Workplace requirements have been updated
to be consistent with changes 6 and 7 described above.

Please Note:

The policy required under this section shall name the City of Canton “as an additionally named
insured” and shall contain an endorsement by the insurance carrier providing ten (10) days
notice to both the City and insured in the event of any change in coverage under the policy.
No less than ten (10) days advance notice of cancellation of the insurance policy shall be given
to the City by the insurer. A copy of the foregoing policy shall be filed with the Director of
Public Service.

All contractors are required to follow all applicable OSHA regulations for general industry
(29CFR1910) and construction (29CFR1926).

Drug Free Workplace Program

The contractor and all subcontractors for this project must be enrolled in the Ohio Bureau of
Workers’ Compensation Drug- Free Workplace Program or in a similar program approved by the
Bureau of Workers” Compensation and in good standing with the Bureau of Workers’
Compensation. Contractors that are not previously enrolled in a drug free workplace program
must enroll is such a program within 10 days of the bid opening. The requirements stated hereby
shall be included in all project sub-contactors. Basic level is required.
